Few of them say anything 
in regard to their belief, fearing ridicule, 
but they have quietly arranged their affairs 
and tied from the wrath to come. 
Some say they don’t know w hether the 
earthquake of the 14th will put in an ap ­ 
pearance, but the)’ do not propose to take 
the chances. 
It is stated that am ong this 
class is a Custom House clerk, who resides 
in Oakland. 
H e procured a leave of ab­ 
sence for two weeks, and will m ake him ­ 
self safe during that time. The destina­ 
tion of most of the believers is Santa liosa 
and St. Helena, but some have gone to the 
Sierras in order to be absolutely safe.

The body had apparently been 
drawn under the bushes to hide it. ’ Not a 
vestige of flesh remained upon the bones, 
but the clothes were intact. 
T hat the m an was murdered there can be 
no doubt, as lying near the skull was a 
black felt hat with two bullet holes in it.

and and All-W ise K uler of the Universe, 
has given to this woman foreknowledge of 
an approaching wave th at will whelm 
certain cities of the Hay and send half a 
m illion of people to a common grave. 
There is given to the believers in this 
prophecy no proof, save th at of the rnaun- 
derings of a parcel of people who claim to 
have seen, in a trance state, a mimic repre­ 
sentation of the cataclysm that is prophe­ 
sied by Mrs. W oodworth. 
There seems to 
have been no suggestion to the simple peo­ 
ple led away by the false prophet, that 
frenzied imaginations, weak intellects and 
religious insanity or cunning deceit may 
have had a great deal to do with the 
trances and hysterical conditions of these 
“seers.” 
Mrs. Woodworth is leading her 
flock to the mountains, and in the course 
of a few weeks they will come straggling 
back, not cured of their folly, but prepared 
to anchor to the next crazy or designing 
enthusiast who appears and deals in wild 
prophecy and moves upon the superstitious 
sensibilities of the weak-minded.

THE OFFICE OF POUHIVH ASTER GOES 
ALMOST BEGGIHG. 


Reports of Various City Officials—A Cy­ 
clone-Stricken ’Town Appeals for

The Board of City Trustees met yester­ 
day m orning íd regular weekly session, all 
the members being present. 
Joseph Judd, the newly-elec'.ed Chief 
Engineer of the W ater W orks, reported 
that 22,920,000 gallons of water had been 
pum ped last week, the Holly pum p ru n ­ 
ning 1G4 hours and the Stevens 4 hours. 
R. W. Parker, Superintendent of the City 
Cemetery, reported as follows for the m onth 
of M arch: Num ber of deaths, 44; brought 
here for interm ent, 14; total num ber in ­ 
terred, 58.

A communication was received by the 
Board from property owners on Q street, 
between Front and Second, requesting that 
action in the m atter of grading the street 
be postponed for thirty days. 
The m atter was referred to the Street 
Commissioner, and bids will be opened 
next week. 
An ordinance in relation to the im pound­ 
ing of dogs and the duty of the Pound- 
m aster was read the first tim e and laid over 
one week. The old ordinance was unsatis­ 
factory, and City Attorney Church d.-ew up 
the new one at the request of the Board. 
Trustee M cLaughlin, to whom the m at­ 
ter of the remonstrance against grading L 
street had been referred, asked that he be 
given a week’s lurther time in which to 
report, and it was granted him . 
An opinion was subm itted by City At­ 
torney Church to the Board, in which he 
stated that he had examined the Schaden 
grocery bills, and did not think that the 
city could recover by suit the $9G 47 over­ 
charged by Schaden for groceries furnished 
the City Prison during the year 1888-9. 
H iram E. Greer sent in an application 
for appointm ent to the position of W ater 
Inspector, and it was ordered on file. 
Philip O'Neil, the Poundmaster, reported 
that during the m onth of March he im ­ 
pounded 5 horses, 17 cows and 38 dogs. 
All of the cattle were redeemed, but 35 of 
the dogs were killed. The sum of $25 was 
char.’ “ .for im pounding the said animals. 
Tt/c ootids ot Richard Singleton, a9 Su­ 
perintendent of the Cemetery, and Matt 
Coffey, as clerk of the water works, were 
referred to the City Attorney. 
Harborm aster N. Kidder made his report 
for the month of March, showing that he 
had collected for dues $210. 
Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin suggested that Mr. Kidder be 
cited to appear before the Board next Mon­ 
day aud explain his system of collecting, 
and it was so ordered. 
Bills were presented for three days’ labor 
by the old members of the police force 
who were not re elected. They had served 
three days overtime on account of the delay 
of the Commissioners in selecting the new 
force. 
The Mayor thought it would be but right 
to pay them , and the m atter was left to his 
discretion. 
The ordinance in relation to awnings 
(published in the S u n d a y U n io n ), was read 
the first time and laid over until next Mon­ 
day. 
iix-Chief of Police Lee subm itted his 
m onthly report for March 
showing that 
310 arrests were made, 148 lodgers accom­ 
modated, and 1,014 meals furnished. The 
balance on hand April 1st was 95 cents. 
Resolutions were passed ordering Ninth 
s’reet. from G to H, and Tenth street from 
N to II, graded and graveled to the official 
grade. 
Trustee McLaughlin suggested that (he 
property-owners on the north side of Q 
street, between Thirteenth and Fourteenth, 
be ordered to put down a sidewalk, and the 
Board so decided. 
The appointm ent of a Poundm aster was 
deferred for one week, for jack of appli­ 
cants for the position. 
For the office of City Expert Trustee Mc­ 
Laughlin placed in nomination W illiam 
Devlin, and there being no other nam e 
proposed Mr. Devlin was declared elected. 
Trustee Wolfe named 
Dr. Curtis for 
Janitor of the water works building, and 
he was elected. 
The Cierk was instructed to advertise for 
proposals for sprinkling the streets, and 
bids will be opened next Moudav. 
A communication was received bv the 
B.'ard from residents living in the vicinity 
of the public square at Fifteenth and P 
streets, protesting against the hiring out of 
the block as a pasture ground. The m atter 
was referred to the Mayor. 
The following communication was re­ 
ceived from Mayor Krepper, of Parkland, 
K entucky: 
The town of Parkland, a suburb of Louisville, 
b ut an independent corporation, suffered as 
m uch in the recent tornado, in nro[>ortion to 
population and relative value of property, as 
th a t city. 
The town consists ol suburban resi­ 
dences, not m illionaires or retired capitalists, 
but ot m en in m oderate circum stances, m anv of 
whom are wholly unable to bear the loss th at 
lias tallen upon them . T heir pleasant little 
hom es were the savings of years, and are now 
sw ept aw ay, leaving them homeless, nearly 
n&ked in some instances, and without m eans to 
repair th e dam ages. Louisville has suffered too 
severely herself to render assistance to any out­ 
side of her own corporation. 
Her loss will e x ­ 
tend into m illions : ours, w ith about a th o u ­ 
sand Inhabitants, will aggregate at least 8100.­ 
000. We cannot bear it w ithout aid. Any con­ 
tributions sent to the undersigned com m ittee, of 
w hich the Mayor of P arklaud is Chairm an, will 
l>e most thankfully received aud judiciously 
distributed. We m ust have assistance, or suffer 
severely in m any instances, and the sooner we 
get it the better it w ill be for our h mieless citi­ 
zens and the sooner we can provide for them . 
T he only thing we need is m oney to repair our 
hom es and replace th e clothing and furniture 
o f those not able to bear their loases. 
The Board then adjourned. 


GREGOEY INTERFERES. 


N e g le c t to M a in ta in a C essp o o l L e a d s to 
a C itizen ’s A rre s t. 
Sanitary and Building Inspector Starr 
yesterday arrested N. Zemansky for violat­ 
ing the health ordinance. The latter owns 
property at 304 K street, which is rented 
out as a saloon and the arrest was made 
for the alleged reason that he does not 
m aintain a cesspool, but perm its the con­ 
tents of two vault pipes in the rear of the 
saloon to be dumped upon the ground. 
This has been going on for some time, and 
the property owners adjoining the saloon, 
whose cellars are filled with sipage water, 
were at a loss to know whence came the 
almost unbearable stench. 
Mr. Starr’s attention was called to the 
case, and upon exam ining the premises he 
found that the pipes leading from the 
vaults of the saloon emptied the waste 
m atter upon the ground, whence it was 
carried into the adjoining cellars with the 
sipage water.

T h e e x -M a y o r S top* th e P ro p o s e d M ay o r­ 
a l t y E le c tio n C o n te st. 
There wili be no recount. 
The promised revelations of wholesale 
frauds and miscounts at the recent election 
have gone off in smoke. Ex-M ayor Greg­ 
ory will not sanction a recount, and em­ 
phatically asserts that even should a re­ 
count show that he had received a majority 
of the votes for First Trustee, he would de­ 
cline to accept the office. 
It was a surprise to everybody when W. 
A. Anderson. Committeeman Nagele’s at­ 
torney, made a stalem ent to this eflect in 
the Superior Court yesterday afternoon, 
and moved for a dismissal of the proceed­ 
ings. 
1 
The Court-room was crowded long before 
the tim e set for the comm encement of the 
proceedings, with persons who were eager 
to hear the expected startling develop­ 
ments, and it was with feelings of disap­ 
pointm ent that they left the Court-room. 
Judge John H unt, of (he Superior Court 
of San Francisco, came up from the bav to 
hear the case, in the place of Jndge Van 
Fleet. 
W hen he had taken his seat on the 
bench Attorney Anderson, íd moving for a 
dismissal of the proceedings, read the fol­ 
lowing letter which had been received by 
the contestant, Mr. Nagele, from ex-Mayor 
G regory: 
S acramento, A pnl 7 ,1S90. 
J J. Xagclc, Esq.—D e a r fc'ia: W hile I fully 
appreciate the friendly m otives w hl -h prom pted 
you to contest the recent election, I m ust 
again earnestly request you to w ithdraw the 


same, as under no circumstances could I accept 
the office—even though a recount should give 
me a round majority. I have endeavored, on 
several occasions, to emphasize this fact upon 
you.

THE SUFERYISQjIS CONSIDER SEVERAL 
HOAD MATTERS. 


Allowance of the 8500 to the River Im­ 
provement Committee—Other 
Business Transacted. 


The Board of Supervisors convened yes­ 
terday forenoou for the A pril term. 
The first business brought up was the 
petition of H . C. Lawson and others for 
a pound ordinance for Mississippi Town­ 
ship. It was referred to the Judiciary Com­ 
mittee. 
Supervisor Greer made a report in refer­ 
ence to his investigation of the complaint 
made at the last session that a m an named 
Patterson had unlaw fully narrowed a por­ 
tion of the Sheldon road. Mr. Greer said 
that he found the road plenty wide enough 
aud would be in favor of letting it alose. 
The m atter was discussed at some length 
and finally laid over until te-day, when 
Patterson and others interested will be 
present. 
E. W. Stickney and a num ber of other 
residents in the vicinity of the upper Stock­ 
ton road, appeared before the Board and 
asked for assistance in graveling and put­ 
ting that road in repair. They stated that 
they wonld stand hall of the expense if 
the county would stand the other haif. 
They wanted the money drawn out of the 
general road fund. 
District Attorney Bruner informed the 
Board, as well as the petitioners, that the 
law did not perm it the drawing of any 
money from the general road fund for the 
various road districts unless the district 
funds were impoverished. 
The Board then agreed that the improve­ 
ments should be gone ahead with; that 
the money should be taken out of the dis­ 
trict’s fund, and when that fund was ex­ 
hausted the Board would replenish it from 
the general fund. 
Recess was then taken. 
At the afternoon session Mr. Tebbets 
moved th at the Overseer of Road District 
No. I l l be instructed to remove encroach­ 
ing fences and straighten the road near 
Reynolds’ farm, on the road leading from 
the Freeport road to the Riverside road. So 
ordered. 
Quarterly reports were filed by Road 
Overseers A. Van Maren of District No. 3, 
A. L. W arren of District No. 10, Bartin 
Daniel of District No. 15, and N. D. H ack 
of District No. 12. 
Mr. H am ilton, Overseer of Road District 
No. 11 J, informed the Board that the pro­ 
prietor of the T hree-M ile House had 
dammed up an opening which he (H am il­ 
ton) had made in a ditch to prevent the 
overflowing of the road. The person re­ 
ferred to had threatened the Overseer with 
suit for damages, and he (the Overseer) de­ 
sired to know w hat course to pursue. 
The Board instructed Mr. H am ilton to 
again close the ditch and to keep it closed 
despite the objections of the proprietor of 
the Three-Mile House. 
A comm unication was received from res­ 
idents of Amador county who had occasion 
to traverse the Michigan Bar road, com­ 
plaining that a gate is m aintained across 
the road by a widow, shutting them out 
from an opportunity to reach Sacramento. 
Mr. Tebbets moved that the m atter be 
referred to the Committee on Roads, with 
power to act. 
Mr. Greer said the Road Overseer was 
the proper person to act in the m atter. 
If 
he could not remove the obstruction then 
the Board m ight do something else. 
Mr. Tebbets amended his motion so as to 
instruct the Overseer to remove the ob­ 
struction within thirty days, and it was 
so ordered. 
W illiam Mitchell conveyed to the Board 
a deed to forty feet of land in Iload District 
No. 15, for road purposes. 
On motion of Mr. Greer, the rules were 
suspended and the Board allowed the $500 
agreed upon to meet the expenses of the 
river im provem ent delegation 
now 
in 
W ashington soliciting Congressional aid 
for the im provem ent of tfie Sacramento 
and other rivers. 
A. M. Plum m er, Overseer of Road Dis­ 
trict No. 8, stated to the Board that there 
was very little money at his disposal, but 
that work was necessary that would prob­ 
ably cost some $000. H e desired to know 
whether or not he would be perm itted to 
incur any indebtedness for that purpose. 
Mr. Tebbets informed Mr. Plum m er that 
the rule adopted by the Board was in­ 
tended to prevent Overseers from running 
their districts into debt w ithout the knowl­ 
edge of the Supervisors, who in the past 
were frequently surprised by being in ­ 
formed that certain district funds were 
bankrupt. W hen the Board was informed 
as to the exigencies 0 1 any particular case 
it would not object to granting the relief 
desired. Besides, this being election year, 
it was desired to avoid the trouble of hav­ 
ing road district funds exhausted before 
new Overseers should come in. 
Mr. Greer spoke to the same effect, and 
Overseer Plum m er went on to explain the 
condition of the roads in his district and 
the work necessary to be done. 
H e said 
he had paid for certain work in his district 
that should have been paid for out of the 
general road fund. 
Chairman Ross informed Mr. Plum m er 
that this was his own fault. 
After some further discussion, Mr. Teb­ 
bets moved that Mr. Plum m er be in ­ 
structed to proceed and do the necessary 
work on his roads. 
It was so ordered. 
A petition was read from tax-pavers and 
residents of Folsotu asking the Board to 
order certain streets and higo ways in th a t 
town opened. 
Referred to the Committee 
on Roads and Bridges. 
The streets m entioned in the petition 
are: Persifer, from Sibley to Forest; Bur­ 
nett, from S. V. R. 11. to Bidwell street, 
and Forest street, from S. V. R. R. to Bid- 
well street. 
Clerk Ham ilton read'from the records of 
the Supervisors in August, 1801, showing 
that l ’ersifer street was then declared a 
public highway, as also was Burnett street. 
Recess was taken tilt this morning.

T h e L e g isla tiv e , E x e cu tiv e an d J u d ic ia l 
A p p ro p ria tio n B ill. 
W ashington, April 7th.—The 
House 
Committee on Appropriations to-day re­ 
ported the legislative, executive and judi­ 
cial appropriation bill for the coming tiscal 
year. The committee's report savs the 
estimates on which the bill is based are to 
be found on pages 9 to 69, and 77 to 84 of 
the Book of Estimates for 1891, and aggre­ 
gate in all $21,627,230 70, of which amount 
there is recommended in the bill $20,034,­ 
326 85. 
Appropriations for the same purposes 
for the current 
tiscal 
year aggregate 
$20,853,725 81, being $10 600 94 less than is 
recommended in the accompanving bill 
for services of the tiscal year 1891. The 
amount recommended in the bill is $762,­ 
923 95 less than the aggregate estimates 
submitted. 
The whole number of salaries specifically 
provided for in the bill is 9 979, being 224 
less than the number estimated for, and 
141 more than the number provided for in 
the law for the current year. The bill pro­ 
vides for no new legislation. 
Changes in 
the number of grade of officers, of em­ 
ployes of the Government, and their rate 
of compensation as compared with the cur­ 
rent law, are recommended. In the House 
and Senate the salaries of Senators and 
from the new States are provided for. 
At the White House 
the 
following 
changes are made : The salary of the As­ 
sistant Secretary is increased from $2,250 to 
$2,500; 
a bookkeeper to the President at 
$1,600 is provided for in lieu of an usher to 
the President at $1,400. A Chief Doorkeeper 
at $1,800 is provided for, and the number of 
doorkeepers at $1,200 each is reduced from 
five to four. 
The Civil Service Commission gets five 
additional clerks. The salaries of Gov­ 
ernors, Judges and Secretaries for the Ter­ 
ritories of Dakots, Montana and Washing­ 
ton, which were provided for in the law for 
the current tiscal year are omitted from the 
bill, the Territories having become States. 
These salaries aggregate twenty-two in 
number and $01,200 in amount. 
Incident to the admission of the four 
new States, and the establishment of a 
Court in Indian Territory, the additional 
judicial office!s authorized’ by law are pro- 
viden for : 
Five District Judges, at $3,500 
each : 
two Attorneys at $2,000 each, and 
two United States Marshals at $2,000 each.

L ittle C h ild ren B a r e L ots o f F un on th e 
W h ite H o u se G rounds. 
W ashington, April 7th—This was egg- 
rolling day, and at least 10,000 young 
Washingtonians, ranging from 3 years to 
10, took possession of the White House 
grounds and held high carnival lrorn 10 
o’clock until 5. 
Race lines, police lines and care lines 
were all obliterated, etiquette hid her face 
behind her veil lor awhile and conven­ 
tional propriety stood outside of the park 
and hung a sad face over the railing. But 
there were no sad faces inside. All was 
joy, gayety, laughter, music, eggs and yel­ 
low stains. 
At 2 o'clock the Marine Band arrived 
and for two hours delighted the thousands 
of children and grown people with light 
music, familiar airs, such ss “McGintv,” 
“Razzle-Dazzle," “Swsnee River,” “ Where 
Did You Get That Hat?" and “Listen to 
My Tale of Woe.” Meyerbeer and Thomas 
were cast aside for two hours of popular 
music and Sub Smith and Billy Rice were 
favorites. 
It was daring this period that the Presi­ 
dential household made its bow to the gsy 
scene below the south portico. All of the 
babies were held up to kiss their hands to 
their 
youthful countrymen 
below and 
the President smiled. ’ Outside of 
the 
grounds half a hundred fakirs and peddlers 
pushed an Easter Monday trade in eggs, 
candy, 
oranges, 
bananas, 
lemonade, 
squawkere, pies, pickles and peanuts. 
At noon the departments caused the 
throng in the grounds to swell temporarily, 
bnt the return of the men to their desks 
did not materially diminish the crowd, as 
steady sunshine kept calling out the chil­ 
dren who had remained at home because 
of threats of rain. The crowd was un­ 
equaled. 
Many Senators and Members 
left the Capitol to view the scene.

T h e N ew C om p act W ith M exico is A lm ost 
C om p leted . 
W ashington. April 7th.—The Star says : 
It is understood that the reciprocity treaty 
with Mexico is now about completed by 
the Secretary of State and representatives 
of Mexico, and the members of the Senate 
Committee on Foreign Relations nave been 
informed of its terms. It is expected by 
the party pilots that such treatirs will be 
entered into between the United States 
and several of the American Republics. 
The Committee on Ways and Means are 
not, however, considering the proposition 
to the provisions in the taritf bill fur reci­ 
procity. 
Such a proposition was made to 
some of the Republican members of the 
committee, the idea advanced being io put 
provisions in the bill that certain imports 
from Mexico; Central and South America 
may be admitted free of duty, in consider­ 
ation of the removal by those countries of 
the duty on certain exports from this 
country. 
Members of the committee replied that 
this was a matter to Pe dealt with by treaty 
and not in a tarifl bill. If the treaties are ne­ 
gotiated and ratified it is belived that there 
would be no difficulty in securing necessary 
legislation with relation to duties, but no 
{ 
irovision for reciprocity will be put in the 
aw in advance of a treaty. 
It is understood that the President, Sec­ 
retary Blaine and Speaker Reed have 
talked over the general subject. 


L e tter from S ecreta ry P roctor, 
W ashington, April 7th.—Secretary Proc­ 
tor to-dav sept to the Senate a letter calling

IN THE SENATE. 
Washington, April 7th.—Senator E varts pre­ 
sented the resolutions of the New York C ham ­ 
ber of Commerce in the Senate to day, prop st­ 
ing against the pending hill for the census 
enum eration of Chinese as absurd, barbarous, 
un-Christiau and cowardly, aud also a mem orial 
on the sam e subject from the Am erican Mission­ 
ary Association was presented by Davis. 
P latt preseuted a m em orial for th e admission 
of New Mexico, w ithout com m itting him self to 
the views set forth in it. 
Reagan presented a petition from the citizens 
of Maricopa county, Arizoiia, protesting against 
the establishm ent of land Courts. 
Squires preseuted a m em orial from I he Legis­ 
lature of W ashington relating to the im prove­ 
m ent of th e Colum bia river. He also introduced 
a bill lo provide the State of W ashiugtou w ith 
light artillery. 
Hoar moved to proceed w ith the M ontana con­ 
tested election case. 
H ale asked him to give preference to the Chi­ 
nese enum eration bill, which was im portant to 
have disp sed of as soon as possible. 
Hoar intim ated th at the Chinese census bill 
could not be disposed of im m ediately, as Evarts 
desired to speak upon it. 
Hale asked Evarts w hether he desired to de­ 
bate it at length, and Evarts said th a t he did. 
Hale then gave notice th at he would move to 
take up the Chinese enum eration bill ils soon as 
the M ontana election case was disposed of. 
The M ontana election case was then taken up 
and Vance, a m em ber of th e Com m ittee on 
Privileges and Elections, m ade an argum ent in 
support of the m inority report, declaring that 
Clark and Maginnes, the Dem ocratic claim ants, 
were entitled to the seats. 
He (Vance) never heard the title to a seat in 
the Senate based on such slender, technical and 
trifling grounds. 
He never had know n the 
public w ill o f a com m unity to be thw arted and 
tram pled under foot cn such flimsy pretexts. 
He knew the flat had gone forth ; he knew the 
Republican claim ants were to be seated. 
He 
publican Senators would be sicker over the 
thing betore they w ere done w ith it th an lie 
was. He had heard of an old fellow who w entout 
West to speculate in hogs. He bought a big drove 
and shipped them to New York. 
W hen he got 
to New York lie found hogs cheaper there than 
in Ohio, so he shipped them back and sold 
them in Ohio. Some friend said to him : “Jim , 
you m ade a bad speculation.'' 
“ Yes,” said he. 
“ 1 lost a good deal of money, but then I had the 
com pany of the hogs both ways.” 
So he 
(Yance) thanked God th at, in all iiiture denun­ 
ciations of the South for the suppression of col­ 
ored votes, the Southern Senators would have 
the com pany of the hogs. [Laughter.] 
Spooner, also a m em ber of the Committee on 
Privileges and Elections, m ade an argum ent in 
favor of the m ajority report th at Sanders and 
Power, the Republican claim ants, are entitled 
upon the m erits of the ease to be seated. 
He 
would pass, he said, from the jokes of the Sen­ 
ator from North Carolina (Vance) aud advert to 
the very aide and ingenious argum ent ot the 
Senator irom Delaware (Gray). All the Sen­ 
ators agreed that the question was one of high 
privilege and of grave im poit and m uch deli­ 
cacy. 
It affected not only the right ol M ontana 
to be represented in the senate by m en of her 
choice, but it aliectcd also the dignity and in ­ 
tegrity of the Senate, it Ehould, therefore, be 
considered w ith judicial calm ness and delibera­ 
tion, freed as m uch as it m ight be from partisan 
bias and prejudice. 
He knew it was not necessary to assure the 
Señale that it bad W en in that spirit th at the 
m ajority of the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections had com m enced and continued the 
consideration o f the case. The Senator could, 
of course, only be elected by a state Legislature, 
and in order to seat a m an in the Senate lie 
m ust have W en chosen by the Legislature, or­ 
ganized w ithin the m eauingof the Constitution, 
but it was not necessary, iu his opinion, to go 
beyond w hat m ight be called prim a facie evi­ 
dence, and th a t prim a facie evidence was found 
in this case iu the certilicate of tlie Board of 
Canvassers, consisting of the Chief Justice, Gov­ 
ernor aud Secretary of the Territory. 
Iu the course of his Kpeech Spooner alluded to 
tlie charge m ade by Senator Gray against the 
President for undue haste iu issuing the procla­ 
m ation for the adm is ion of Montaua. and lie 
defended tbe President in th at m atter. The 
President s whole life, he said, was an am ple 
refutation of any such intim ation. Spooner 
yielded for the executive session, and the Senate 
soon after adjourned.

Washington, April 7th.—In the House to-dvy 
Morrill of Kansas m ovtd to suspend the rules 
and pass (with the substitute! the Senate bill 
granting pensions to soldiers and sailors who 
are incapacitan d from 
the perform ance of 
labor, and providing for pensions to widows, 
m inor children and depeuaem parents. 
Morrill briefly explained th at tne substitute 
provided a service pension ot 8s a m onth to ail 
soldiers who have reached the age of 02 years 
or who are dependent. 
He thought the same 
prit ciple which had been applied to v e u ra n s 
of the war of 1812 and the w ar w ith Mexico 
should be applied to veterans ot the w ar of 
lSol. 
In answ er to a question he stated th at it is 
estim ated that the Senate bill would require an 
annual expenditure of 535,000,000 and the House 
substitute of S3ii.t00.oo0. 
After some debate the House refused to sus­ 
pend the rules aud pass ttie Senate pension bill 
w ith the House substitute by a vote of 109 yeas 
and s7 nays, there not being' the necessary two- 
thirds vote in the atflrmative.

H e W ill R etire from tlie S ou th ern F acilic 
M an agem en t. 
San F rancisco, April 7th.—Mr. Stanford 
is now 66 years of age, and for twenty- 
seven years has been at the head of the 
railroad system now operated by the South­ 
ern FuciiicCompany. His retirement prob­ 
ably puts an end to h¡3 career as an active 
railroad builder and manager, in which 
character he ranks second to no man iu the 
world. 
The position of First Vice-President of 
the Southern Pacific Company will be 
taken by Colonel C. F. Crocker, A. Ñ. 
Towue will become Second Vice-President, 
and J. C. Stubbs will become Third Vice­ 
President. The position of Fourth Vice­ 
President now held by Mr. Stubbs will be 
abolished. The new Board of Directors, it 
is stated, will be composed of these live 
and Judge Stillman of. New York, repre­ 
senting tbe interest of 
Mrs. Hopkins- 
Searles; E. H. Miller, Jr., W. E. Brown, W. 
V. Hartington, S. T. Gage and Ariei Lath- 
rop. The two last-named will represent 
Senator Stanford in the Directory. 
When the 8enator arrived at his office at 
Fourth and Townsend streets this morning 
a large number of his associates called to 
pay their respects. 
Among these were 
Messrs. Gage, Lathrop. Strowbridge and 
Judge McKisick. He talked about railroad 
building with Strowbridge, about his health 
with Gage and McKisick, and about his 
Palo Alto horses with Lathrop. 
Although 
still hoarse from an attack of 18 grippe, 
and disinclined to converse much, Senator 
Stanford looks and is in better health than 
when he left here a year ago. 
He says his 
nervousness has mostly disappeared and 
that he feels in tolerable condition. To a 
reporter who called he said: 
“It is true that I shall present my rtsig- 
nation as President of the Southern Pacific 
Company at the meeting of the Boatd of 
Directors on Wednesday. The reason is 
simply that I cannot attend to my duties. 
The university and Senatorship consume 
so much of my time that I cannot meet 
with my associates and give them the 
assistance they require from one who occu­ 
pies my position, and so at last they have 
agreed to consent to my retirement. I have 
contemplated this step for four years, but 
heretofore my associates have declined to 
accept the resignation. It is also lime that 
Mr. Huntington will succeed me. 
He has 
lately retiren from the Presidency of the 
Chesapeake and Ohio road, and can now 
devote his time to our company. I shall 
retain all my interest in the railroads com­ 
prising the Southern Pacific system, and 
when my assistance is necessary shall give 
it toward the management. 
“One of my reasons for returning to the 
coast at this time is the condition of affairs 
at the University. The heavy rains of this 
winter have practically stopped work on 
the building, and we have lost four months' 
time. 
We had intended to begin opera­ 
tions next fall, but I consider it to be doubt­ 
ful now whether that will be possible. 
I 
have all along intended to place tbe man­ 
agement of tbe University in the hands of 
a man of tried experience, but the dis­ 
covery of such a mail is not so easy as t 
thought. There are plenty of fine" edu­ 
cators in the country, but there are lew 
men who combine the business ability 
necessary to manage an institution of this 
kind with first-class educational capacity. 
Those who do are comfortably situated 
and have no desire to change their quar­ 
ters. So I think it quite probable that we 
shall be compelled to select an untried man 
and create a great University manager, so 
to speak 
In that event I shall take hold 
of the University myself and see that its 
business affairs are properly cared for. 
In 
a few days I shall visit Palo Alto and see 
how the work is progressing." 
Senator Staniord said it was extremely 
improbable that Creed Haymond would 
retire from the law deparuuentof the com­ 
pany, but if he did finally succeed in in­ 
ducing the Directors to accept his resigna­ 
tion ne would probably be succeeded by 
one of the regular attorneys for the com­ 
pany. He said if he were not quite so 
hoarse he would like to talk about his farm 
mortgage legislation. 
“That matter is very imperfectly under­ 
stood,” he added, “and I would like to ex­ 
plain it, but I don’t want to talk any more 
than I can beip this morning. I Believe 
my plan would promote business activity 
if put into operation. As society is now 
organized all men are borrowers, end debt 
seems to be every business man’s normal 
condition. There is scarcely a corporation 
or business man in the country out of debt. 
I was never free from debt but once in my 
life. That being the case, cheap mouey on 
undoubted security would seem to be the 
thing to promote business activity and 
relieve stagnated industries.”
